Although it is impossible to calcula'e 
the duration or the period of these oscillations, yet we. may pretfume that they will 
more frequently tend to severe weather^ in winter, M long as the quantity of wo idi 
and swamps shall exceed the quanti y of cultivated land on the Atlantic aide of tl.i: 
mountains ; and that as soon as moie than half of this extent of territory »hall havo 
brightened the plough, the vari«tiuns will mostly incline to a mild and more equal* 
temperature.
